Staten Island Has a Crimeless Night 
As 40 Police Dogs Hunt ‘Pants’ Burglar 





Police Commissioner Whalen’s forty 
police dogs returned to their New 
Dorp Lane kennels at 5 o’clock yes- 
terday morning, tired and _ rain- 
soaked, but happy after trekking 
through Staten Island’s finest resi- 
dential streets since 11 o’clock the 
night before. They had reason tv 
wag their tails. For the first time 
in the past six months there had 
been no Saturday night burglaries 
or hold-ups on the island. Even the 
insidious ‘‘pants’’ burglar had re- 
frained from plying his trade. 

The dogs, muzzled but trained in 
Brooklyn’s. Parkville. station to trip 
up burglars so that human protec, 
tors of the Jaw’s majesty might make 
arrests, had been sent ty the Com- 
missioner at the request of Deputy 
Inspector Ernest Van Wagner, head 
of the island’s detectives, to help 
track Gown a burglar who in three 
months has rifled sixty Staten island 
houses of $65, or more. The 
island’s ‘‘fimest’’ including 250 uni- 
formed men and twenty-two detec- 
tives, had failed, and the canine 
sleuths were, accordingly, called in. 
In addition to the dogs, 120 extra 
policemen and thirty-two detectives, 
all of Brooklyn, joined the hunt for 
the elusive burglar. 

All night long, as the heavy rain 
fell, the dogs, each accompanied by 
a uniformed policeman, sniffed and 
prowied for that slender youth with 
the dark hair and taking fingers, 
who has been entering Staten Island 





homes through window and door 
screens. 

Several times, as they circled dark- 
ened houses, the dogs found screens 
open. Without even a whistle from 
the policemen who were with them 
they entered, searched, sniffed and, 
it must be admitted, barked a bit. 
To frightened and astonished house- 


holders their mentors explained and 
were in turn informed that the 
‘“‘pants’’ burglar had indeed been 
there, but some nights earlier. 
Yesterday Inspector Van Wagner 
received many congratulatory calls 
on the innovation. Every time he ex- 
plained that police dogs in*the ‘de- 
partment were nothing new; that so 
long ago as 1909, when General The- 
odore A. Bingham was Commission- 
er, the dogs were used to track mur- 
derers, several hundred of them. 
Commissioner Arthur Woods, he 
said, also employed them, but Com- 
missioner Richard E. Enright ban- 
ished them to Brooklyn, saying that 
criminals now used automobiles and 
that all gasoline smelled the same. 
“But they’re still. good,’’ declared 
the inspector. ‘‘Only six months ago 
one of these very dogs, the last in 
the department, found a burglar un- 
der a bed in Richmond Hill.. Why 
can’t they do it here?”’ 
The dogs don’t know. All 


a week and they hope, or, rather, 
each one hopes, that if he does see 
that ‘‘pants’’ burglar, his muzzle will 
slip a little.

Clashes Follaew Lull. 


The reported renewal of hostilities 
Along the Manchurian-Siberian fron- 
tier follows a Jull in which there} 
were many indications that the dis- 
pute over the Chinese Eastern Rail-| 
way would be settled peaceably.

The hospital will 
be ready in two years and will open 
with 600 beds. 

Clinic to Study Crime Planned. 


Plans are being considered for the 
establishment of a special research 
clinic in which to carry on investiga- 
tion of crime and of criminals from 
a psychiatric point of view. The 
clinical studies will be in cooperation 
with the Department of Correction. 
About 100 beds will be devoted to the 
investigation and treatment of ner- 
vous and “problem” children, this 
research to be undertaken with the 
Department of Education. 

Dr. Monas S. Gregory will be in 
charge of the psychiatric hospital. 
The work of building and equipment 
will. be supervised by Deputy Com- 
missioner Louis Cohen. The archi- 
tects are Charles B. Meyers and 
Thompson, Holmes & Converse. 

“TJpon the completion of the hos- 
pital.’’ said Dr. Schroeder, ‘‘the old 
psychopathic wards will be discon- 
tinued and all mental or nervous 
cases will be removed from the Belle- 
vue grounds. I feel that this will be 
to the ultimate advantage not alone 
of the mental and nervous cases but 
also to those in Bellevue Hospital 
receiving medical and surgical treat- 
ment. 

“A large number of the more im- 
portant hospitals for mental and ner- 
vous cases in this country and abroad 
were visited and exhaustively studied 
and. observed.’’ -- . 

Mr. Meyer said that in his plans 
special effort had been made to plan 
the building to coordinate, at maxti- 
mum, means for interpreting symp- 
toms, treatment and rehabilitation of 
patients. 

Radical differences between the 
old wards and the new building were 
stressed by Dr. Gregory. 

Cases Will Be Scgregated. 

"Tt has been planned to have two 
separate and distinct buildings,’’ he 
said, ‘‘connected only by a chain of 
medical offices and laboratories. The 
greatest care has been taken to plan 
these buildings so as to. provide 
every facility of caring for patients 
according to their individual needs 
and conditions. Much thought has 
been given to the very important 
problem of. segregation and to the 
classification of the patients accord- 
ing to the nature of their. ailments. 

“To carry out this idea it has been 
planned to have many rooms for one, 
two and. for three tients and sev- 
eral small wards. rge wards have 
been discarded as being. obviously 
unsuitable for the treatment of men- 
tal illness. In planning the hospital, 
every feature, even the decorations, 
has been considered from the stand- 
point of the curative effect upon the

Professor Roger’s statements were 
made at the sixteenth annual Na- 
tional Business Conference at. Bab- 
son Park, Mass... They provoked as 
much discussion and dissension as 
Gid his remarks on snobbery, which 
were delivered to the graduating 
class of the Institute of Technology 
last June. Professor Rogers told. the 
graduates to be snobs, adding that 
it was the best way to command suc- 
cess. ; 

He analyzed the boys and girls of 
today in his talk to the business con- 
ference. Children were not taught to 
think, he said, and, while they were 
not irreligious, their faith was weak, 
owing to lack of intellectual training 
in dogma. 

The present generation, he said, 
keen of mind and with limitless pos- 
sibilities, had new standards. Its 
members had sharply revised the 
tradition’s ideas on sex, drinking, 
card-playing, the theatre and amuse- 
ments generally. They were not de- 
terred from experimenting with life 
because of right or wrong; their de- 
cisions were based on practicability 
and expediency. 


Sees Persistent Immaturity. 


Professor Rogers said that boys 
and girls reached adult years igno- 
rant and uninterested in ethics, gov- 
ernment, science and conduct. Intel- 
lectually, he said, they were ‘‘chil- 
dren beside the boys and girls of the 
same age and class abroad, and 
many of them remain children 
through maturity.” 

He ‘said ‘that he had sought the 
cause of this and would hazard an 
‘‘unpopular. guess.”’ 

“For half a century,” he continued, 
“the largest part of our young peo- 
ple have been trained exclusively by 
women teachers. The faults I have 
been speaking of are the faults of 
women teachers; preoccupation with 
method, interest in details, disincli- 
nation for mathematical and political 
and philosophical thinking, an incli- 
nation to insist on abstract beliefs, 
to be accepted docilely,; rather than 
the free give and take of criticism. 

“Fifty years of this has produced 
a. people incompetent to think politi- 
cally and philosophically. For, what- 
ever may the case with girls, 3 
need men teachers long before © 
age of 17 or 18. They need them.at 
the beginning of adolescence. Our 
American thinking is feminine think- 
ing, highly competent in detail, im- 
mediate in its applications, rigidly 
idealistic regardless of the working 
fortes and weak on eritical examina- 

on. 

“The fault is, of course, not. the 
children’s nor the women’s. It is 
yours, you business men, who do, or 
at least should, manage your commu- 
nities.. It is not exactly stinginess.

Homicide Charge Pianned. 


Policemen said that if the hit-and- 
run flitr was identified he would be 
charged with technical homicide. 
This was the charge laid against W. 
H. Alexander, pilot of a monoplane 
of the Coastal Airways, Inc., after 
the plane, with fuel depleted, swung 
out of fog and down to the beach at 
Coney Island on Saturday, killing 
two children and injuring ten per- 
sons. 

The man killed In Jamaica Bay 
was William Brown, 52 years old, of 
99 Newell Street, Brooklyn.

He had a boathouse on Mill Basin, 
an indentation of the bay, where he 
kept his motorboat, an eighteen- 
footer called the Carrie D. He fre- 
quently had Brown, an equally keen 
fisherman, as a companion during 
the long hours of angling. 

When Dee set out from his home 
in Woodhaven he explained to his 
family that he would spend the night 
in the boathouse so that he could 
make an early start on yesterday’s 
fishing expedition. 

The police had not established 
whether Brown also slept in the boat- 
house or had joined Dee just before 
the start. At any rate, the two men 
chugged out into the bey Jee be- 
fore it was light yest y. ney 
shifted their location several times 
and at 9:30 A: M,-they were about 
a mile off Mill Basin and at anchor.

Twelve of the farm bodies have 
sent to all members of the Senate a 
circular letter which, while couched 
in mild and polite language and ex- 
pressing satisfaction over many of 
the high rates proposed for ayricul- 
tural products, indicates that unless 
the farm schedules are chanzedi con- 
siderably upward the benefits ex- 
pected by farmers from this legisla- 
tion will not be obtained. 

‘With respect to a considerable 
number of agricultural commodities, 
the duties are most inadequate, 
says the letter after expressing ap- 
preciation over the favorable consid- 
eration given by Congress to pro- 
ducers of farm commodities. 

The organizations whose represen- 
tatives join in the letter return to 
the effort to have duties placed on 
products of the Philippine Islands. 
All Philippine products now enter 
the United States free of duty. 

Rejected Plea for Island Duties. 

When the tariff revision bill was 
being drafted by the House Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means early this 
year it was subjected to a deter- 
mined drive, led mainly by domestic 
beet sugar interests, to have the 
measure provide duties on Philip- 
pine sugar and cocoanut oil, but the 
committee declined to change the 
present arrangement, and the House 
sustained its attitude. The Senate 
Committee on Finance, in its redraft 
of the House bill, also avoided tax- 
ing any imports from the Philip-

Thereupon the agitators sent three 
mullahs to tell him that this was a 
great cause in the interest of the 
religion of the Prophet Mohammed, 
because the sacred Mosque El Aska 
in Jerusalem was.in danger of being 
taken by the Jews, therefore-in the 
name of the prophet they would re- 
lease him from his, oath, 

Abou-Kishk replied that he and his 
tribe were still paying.:and must con- 
tinue many years to pay fines as a 
result of the 1921 attacks, therefore 
he did not desire to bring about fur- 
ther obligations.

The Grand Mufti referred to the 
Jewish demonstration on Aug. 15, 
when the Jews commemorated the 
anniversary of the destruction of the 
temple, before the Wailing Wall, 
which, he said, ‘‘was not made from 
religious but political motives.’’ 


Says Jews Threatened Arabs. 


“Young Jews marched through the 
Moslem quarter bearing national 
flags and singing national songs, at 
the same time insolently threatening 
Arabs,’”” he declared. ‘‘From_ that 
day until the fateful Friday, Aug. 23. 
when the outbreak began, there were 
many incidents of Jews insulting and 
attacking -and injuring Arab men, 
women -and children. One resulted 
in the death of a Jew from wounds 
he received. This was used by the 
Jews as an excuse for further dem- 
onstration and threats continued to 
be leveled at Moslems until Aug, ‘23, 
when large numbers of Moslems came 
to Jerusalem for prayer. 

Jews shut their shops and retired 
to their quarters. During and after 
the prayers I called upon the Mos- 
lems to return to their villages 
quietly, but owing to the large num- 
ber, with the usual Moslem sense of 
display, bearing swords, daggers and 
sticks, a Jew, taken by panic or de- 
liberately, provoked the Arab attack 
by firing revolvers and throwing 
bombs, thus turning the peacefui 
demonstrators into a frenzied, un- 
controllable mob. . 

“The news quickly spread through- 
out Palestine that Jews were attack- 
ing the Arabs and,that the Holy 
Places were in danger, There is a 
consequent rising in the whole coun- 
try.’ 





Rabbi Denies Charges. 
The Grand Mufti’s assertions were 
directly contradicted by Rabbi Chaim 
Sonnenfeld, aged Jewish scholar, a 


resident .in Palestine for the past 
forty years and known for his re- 
lentless opposition to modern Zion- 
ism, in a statement he submitted to 
the High Commissioner of Palestine, 
Sir John Chancellor. 

Rabbi ‘Sonnenfeld expressed deep 
disappointment to the High Commis- 
sioner when he was received Friday 
‘afternoon at the Government House. 

“IT am disappointed that after the 
continuous promises of the govern- 
ment that nothing would happen, on 
which promises the Jews of Palestine 
relied, the horrible and unprece- 
cented attacks occurred in Jerusa- 
bee and throughout Palestine,’ he 
| said. 
| ‘We do not demand or desire re- 
| venge, but we do insist that. the

Fisher and Leon Goelman. 
Governor Caulfield arrived from 
Jefferson City a quarter of an hour 
before the meeting began and went 
immediately to the Odeon to add 
his voice and presence to the protest. 
Declaring he could not divest him- 
self of responsibility of making pro- 
test on the basis of fundamental 
right and the tenets of sound democ-

SHEARER ACCLAINS 
HIMSELF A PATRIOT

vices, he said, when the Senate called 
upon him to testify or when he was 
called as a witness in his own suit 
for the $250,000 he says is still due 
him. from the Bethlehem, American 
Brown-Boveri and -Newport News 
corporations. 

e went to the Geneva conferences, 
once at his own expense and once 
in the employ of the shipbuilding 
companies, he said. Without admit- 
ting or denying that his function was 
that of a paid propagandist, Mr. 
Shearer, who calls himself a practi- 
cal electrician and who served as a 
gunner’s mate in the Spanish Amer- 
ican War, later managing a theatre 
in London, said he went to G Geneva 
as ‘‘a naval expert.”’ 

He admitted that this was a “title 
he had assumed and ‘‘nursed along,’’ 
adding ‘‘not on. my own ability but 
on the lack of knowledge of naval 
affairs shown by Congress.”’ 

He asserted he never had “asked 
a member of Congress to vote for or 
against any measure,’’ and said he 
hoped the threatened investigation 
of propagandists and lobbyists would 
be so complete as to drive them all 
from Washington, ‘‘although it 
would make the capital a deserted 
village.’’ 

In the next breath almost, however, 
Mr. Shearer said his first activity in 
behalf of a big navy was undertaken 
at the behest of hirh naval officers, 
some of whom he named, because 
of ‘“‘my high batting average’’ in be- 
hal? of the army and navy increased 
pay bill in 1919. 


He Cites Shipbuilders’ Council. 


In the interview Mr. Shearer made 
it plain that he would not bear the 
onus of criticism alone. While at 
Geneva, he asserted, he was in com- 
munication ‘‘constantly’’ with Henry 
C. Hunter, attorney for the Ameri- 
|can Council of Shipbuilders. 





League, to whom _ he_ submitted 
copies of his speeches in advance 
and received congratulatory mes- 
sages afterward from §S. Stanwood 
Menken and other officers of the 
organization. Officers of the navy 
commended his work, he declared. 
He admitted, however, that at no 
time did he make known his con- 
nection with shipbuilding interests 
and said the closest he had come to 
discovery as anything but a disin- 
terested patriot was when Dr. 
Lindsey Gordon of the British dele- 
gation at Geneva accused him of 
lobbying. 


Makes a Written Statement. 


In a typewritten statement he gave 
out Mr. Shearer was more specific in 


his reference to Secretary of State 
Kellogg’s objection to his activities. 
“I was informed by the ‘parties in- 
terested,’’ the statement said, ‘‘that 
Frank B. Kellogg, then Secretary of 
State, had warned my employers to 
‘have nothing further to do with me— 
the British had protested against me 
at Geneva and at the State Depart- 
ment at Washington. 
“On Dec. 15 an attorney came to 
Washington and informed me that 
the Secretary of State was ‘out to 
get me’ and a New York newspa- 
per was about to attack me. On 
Jan. 15, 1928, one of the interested 
group telephoned and asked me to 
come to the Carlton Hotel, Washing- 
ton, where I was introduced to his 
superior and: was instructed to con- 
tinue. 
‘‘My: activities Rept up to and dur- 
ing the Presidential campaign. After 
the national campaign was over the 
Sys instructed me to carry on, and 
then on March-27, 1929, broke off all 
na, rahe Bip without giving any reason 
atsoever.’’ 
Mr. Shearer said he first took a 








hand in international affairs in 1924, 


two years before he sold his services 
as a ‘naval expert” to the shipyard 
interests. In March of that year, he 
recalled, the Pacific fleet had visited 
New York and there was a gala re- 
ception with a dinner at the Union 
League Clu 

At that dinner, he said, high offi- 
cers told him that the Uitte States 
Navy would be helpless in a Pacific 
engagement without an ally because 
of the lack of fuel and naval bases, 
and urged him to take up the cudgels 
against proposed reduction as he 
in 1919 for high pay. 


Talks of Admirals’ Solicitation. 


Who solicited his services Mr. 
Shearer would: not say more defi- 
nitely than that it was ‘‘every one in 
general and nobody in particular.” 
Among those whom he recalled as 
having attended the dinner were Ad- 
mirals S. S. Robison, H. A. Wiley, 
W. V. Pratt and Rear Admiral 
Charles P. Plunkett, who since has 
retired. He intimated that some of 
them urged the task upon him asa 


‘patriotic duty,’’ continuing the dis- 
cussion next day at a luncheon given 
him aboard the flagship California, 
anchored in the Hudson. 

Mr. Shearer said he lost no time 
getting into action. In April he ‘‘ex- 
posed the deplorable condition of the 
navy,’”’ in articles in the press. He 
wrote a ‘‘complete report’’ on the 
navy for Senator King and under- 
took a fight to save the battleship 
Washington from being scrapped, 
only to have Senator King order him 
to drop the matter, after Mr. Shearer 
had offered to reveal ‘‘in secret’’ be- 
fore the Senate Naval Committee 
“the truth about our naval strength.”’ 
The offer was declined. 

Next, Mr. Shearer said, he released 
‘‘secret war college letters, causing 
Secretary of the Navy Wilbur to con- 
vene a court of inquiry, whose secret 
findings are on file with the Judge 
Advocate General of the Navy.’’ 

On the way to California ‘‘to carry 
on a campaign in the interest of 
cruisers and a naval base,’’ Mr. 
Shearer said he stopped in Chicago 
long enough to issue a statement ac- 


ment continued, ‘‘I was employed to 
go to Washington and fight for the 
three-cruiser bill, which was passed 
successfully under the leadership of 
Speaker Longworth, who took the 


Freon and opposed the Administra- 
on. 

“After the close of the 69th 
Congress, I returned to New York 
and was employed by the year. I 
proceeded to Geneva for the wind-up 
of the Preparatory Conference on 
Naval Disarmament and to attend 
the Coolidge Tri-Power Conference. 
I was advised that it was important 
to bring out the facts because at the 
Washington Arms Conference Lord 
Riddel completely dominated the 
publicity, and the American fleet 
was destroyed against the advice 
and protests of the American naval 
experts. 

“At Geneva I laid the Naval In- 
telligence data, facts and figures be- 
fore the American press correspon- 
dents. The breaking up of the Cool- 
idge conference was clearly stated 
by Ambassador Hugh Gibson, when 
he said a ‘naval accord could not 
be reached.’ ’’ 

At the close of his formal state- 
ment, Shearer put forth this state- 
ment of principles: 

“I believe in my country; I: believe 
in Washington’s warning, ‘No for- 
eign entanglements’; I believe in the 
Monroe Doctrine; I believe in the 
late President Roosevelt’s apneal to 
‘keep up the fight for American- 
ism’ 5 I am against all international- 
ism.’ 

Declaring that ‘‘all yardsticks taus 
far proposed have been designed to 
slap us with,’’ Mr. Shearer asserted 
he would continue his fight for ‘‘a 
navy as powerful as _ England’s,’’ 
even though his subsidy had been 
removed. 
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HOUSTON MAYOR HERE 
TO BUY CRUISER GIFT 


Montieth to Spend $15,000 on 
Silver as City’s Present to 
Craft Named Saturday. 


Mayor Walter E. Montieth, of 
Houston, Texas, who arrived in New 
York City on an official shopping 
tour for silver plate, used some of his 
visiting time to describe reforms be- 
ing inaugurated in Houston. 


He came here from Newport News, 
where the new cruiser Houston was 
christened on Saturday. Today he 
will examjne samples of silver ser- 


vices-and select $15,000 worth which 
will be presented to the new cruiser 


with Houston’s compliments. 

Since he could not shop yesterday, 
Mr. Montieth talked politics, espe- 
cially after he met Marcellus E. Fos- 
ter, editor of the Houston Press, the 











editor credited with breaking the Ku 
Klux Kian influence in Texas and 
with electing the mayor through his 
insistence on reform. Mr. Foster has 
just returned from a trip aboard. 
Mayor Montieth said he had under- 
taken the first inventory of the city’s 
property since 1839, Houston having 
grown from a town to a city with 


| 280,000 inhabitants in that time. 


The Mayor also has laid down a 
“curfew’’ for city cars by having 
them all painted a distinctive color 
and ordering them off the streets by 
6 P. M. This was done, he said, to 
eliminate joyrides’ costing the city 
thousands of dollars a year. 

He also eliminated the ‘‘municipal 
cavalry,’’ a mounted police force 
with thirty-six horses, which were 
sold, and now the patrolmen walk 
their beats. 

Mayor Montieth declined to discuss 
a report that he might be appointed 
to a special relief bench of six mem- 
bers to assist the State Supreme 
Court.

“Heresy” to Doubt ft or Socializa- 
tion——-Moscow Copies Us in Push- 
ing Centralization of Industry. 





Wireless to THE New YORE TiMEs. 

MOSCOW, Sept. 8.—Newspapers 
make curious reading these days. On 
the one hand it is ‘‘heresy”’ or ‘‘Right 
defeatist deviation’’—to employ the | 
Bolsheviki’s own formula—to ques- 
tion the desirability or success of the 
Kremlin’s socialization program and 
the ‘‘five years’ plan.”’ 

On the other, ‘‘self-criticism’’ is the 
one big Bolshevist slogan today, 
which means that any one, however 
lowly placed,.can write violent let- 
ters to the press—and get them 
published—denouncing bureaucracy, 
‘“yesmanism’”’ on the part of small 


employes toward superiors, cases of 
mismanagement and even actual 
shortages of essential commodities. 

The result is that one could almost 
prove from the newspapers them- 
selves that the Kremlin’s grandiose 

Olicies are faced from the outset by 
nsurmountable difficulties. 

Some foreign visitors, and not only 
visitors, do jump at such a conclu- 
sion, and mention food rationing and 
queues of would-be purchasers and 
letters in Economic Life about idle 
machines and waste and unproduc- 
tive expenditure as proof that the 
five years’ plan cannot succeed. 

Nothing in reality could be further 
from the truth, and the fact that 
pag yr are being freely ventilated 
s one of the healthiest signs in mod- 
ern Russia. To take an instance, 
there has just been concluded a joint 
conference of leaders of the labor 
unions and the supreme Council of 
National Economy, which controls 
industry, that is, in a Soviet frame, 
of bosses and workers. 

The speeches were free and vigor- 
ous, but the resolution adopted at the 
conclusion was unanimous in favor 
of increased production, increased 
rationalization, an unbroken working 
week, extended Socialist competition 
between factories and trusts and 
closer contact between top and bot- 
tom—thas is, between the ordinary 
workers and the members of the In- 
dustrial Council. 

The epilogue followed immediately. 
The Industrial Council, with the ap- 
proval of the authorities, has issued 
a program for a new centralization 
of industry under its direct charge 
which, it is hoped, will eliminate the 
delay and overhead caused by bu- 
reaucratic boards of factory manage- 
ment. In other words, a process ex- 
tremely similar to the mergers and 
combines which are now such a 
prominent feature of initial cost re- 
duction in the economic life of the 
United States. As Lenin said, ‘‘We 
must learn from our enemies.” 

Josef Stalin’s political genius was 
never better shown than in handling 
the labor problem, which has always 
proved in every backward country 
the chief obstacle to mechanization, 
through the workers’ fear that new 





machines mean fewer jobs. 
He got rid of M. Tomski and his: 
friends who used to run the Central 


Council of Labor Federations on 
grounds of “right defeatism’’ and 
replaced them by his own supporters. 
who succeeded in convincing the la- 
boring masses that by rationalization 
they had much to gain and nothing 
to lose. At the same time he made 
a vigorous and, so far, successful 
attempt to insure low prices of food 
and other agricultural products by 
forcing socialism upon quite a large 
part of the rural populatior. 

He is now able to steer a deft, al- 
hou? difficult, course between the 
Scylia of labor grumbling and the 
charybdis of peasant discontent. Be- 
cause goth get concrete advantages 
from his policies at present, both 
have much to hope from the future. 
To illustrate how intelligently are 
met labor’s possible objections to the 
unbroken working week, which if 
put in force on a wide scale will dis- 
rupt the lives and habits of the Rus- 
sian people, take the statement to- 
day of the Red Army Chief of Staff, 
Tukhachefski, who advocates its ap- 

lication to the army. As every one 

nows, all armies, even in peace 
time, must carry on more or less 
without the unfversal weekly holiday 

But General Tukhachefski paints 
such a glowing picture of its advan- 
tages to the comfort, culture, com- 
petence and efficiency of the Red 
Army that any workman who doubts 
whether he will be as happy as here- 
tofore when he has a holiday on 
Monday, his wife on Thursday and 
his children on Friday ought to be 
convinced. 





|RUSSIAN RULERS ABLE 


IN VIEW OF VILLARD 


Editor of the Nation on Tour 
Finds Peasant Opposition Big- 
gest Obstacle to Regime.

“There can be no doubt as to the 
ability, the zeal and the industry 
of the men who constitute the pres- 
ent government of Russia.’’ he said. 
‘“‘They impressed all by their ability. 
their polish, their vigor and their 
knowledge of what was going on out- 
side of Russia. They have a very 
clear vision of what they wish to 
achieve and how they propose to 
accomplish it, and very great confi- 
dence in their ability to do their 
job well. 

“They are jealous of any point of 
view other than their own. They 
have a tremendously ambitious plan 
for the rehabilitation and industrial 
development of their country, and 
if they are open to criticism about it 
it is because they seem to be going 
too fast and to be building far ahead 
of their needs. 

“The peasant problem is the hard- 
est nut the Soviets have to crack. 
There are many who feel that the 
success of the Communist experi- 
ment depends upon the winning of 
the peasant. I did not find a single 
competent American observer resi- 
dent in Russia who thought that the 
Communists could achieve success in 
their struggle with the peasants 
without seriously modifying their 
plans. 

“The alternative to the Soviet Gov- 
ernment, however, is anarchy and 
perhaps the breaking up of Russia 
into many State. There is not now, 
I repeat, the slightest chance of this 
taking place. The best American ob- 
servers in Russia feel that if the 
Bolsheviki can weather the next 
four years without a national catas- 
or gar such as famine or war, they 
will be in the saddle beyond any 
possibility of unseating.’’

MEXICO CITY, Sept. 8.—Mexico’s 
Budget Commission has completed 
its labor on the 1930 national finan- 
cial program and, according to its 
report, Mexico can count on 287,000,- 
000 pesos (about $143,000,000) income 
from all sources, and expenditures 
will be limited to 280,000,000 pesos, 
leaving a surplus of 7,000,000 pesos. 

The foregoing figures were reached 
after a series of conferences with 
all departments of the State, and 
they will have to be respected strict- 
ly as regards expenditure by each 

abinet department. 

The allowance for service on the 
eer: debt is 27,000,000 pesos (near- 
y $13,500,000), as against 34,000,000 
for the current year. This includes | 
all that is considered likely to be! 
available for both external and in- 
ternal obligations, as well as the re- 
public’s pension roll. On this figure 
must be based the conversations 
which, it is officially stated, soon 
will be renewed with the Interna- 
tional Committee of Bankers on Mex- 
ico looking to a new agreement. 

Comparing the estimates of the 
Ministry of War and Marine for the 
current year and the coming year, 
the 1930 estimate is 80,000,000 pésos, 
as against 84,300,000 for 1929. The 
difference is roughly 5 per cent and 
it is an appreciable item in Mexican 
finance. The cut will be made pos- 
sible largely by reducing the size of 
the Mexican Army. 

The budget of the Ministry of Com- 
munications is 40,000,000 pesos, 


roughly 3,000,000 more than for the 
current year. The increase is due 
to plans to continue intense develop- 
ment of the road program by 
former President Calles. ; 

President Portes Gil’s education 
program, according to the figures, 
will receive further impetus next 
| year. ‘With 40,000,000 pesos available 
‘in 1930 it will be better off to the 
extent of nearly 3,000,000 pesos com- 
pared with the current year.

Prohibiticn has helped bring: the | 
legal reserve of American life insur- | 
ance companies to more than $100,- | 
000,000,000, according to a statement 
yesterday by Dr. Ernest H. Cher- 
rington, general secretary of the 
World League ainst Alcoholism. 

“This is the latest of many eco- 
nomic evidences not only of the value 
of’ prohibition but of its widespread 
and common observance by the great 
majority of the American people,” 
he declared. ‘‘The fact is signifi- 
cant that, as is shown by the survey 
made by the Association of Life In- 
surance Presidents, it took seventy- 
nine years for life insurance to total 
$50,000,000,000 while the liquor traffic 
was legalized. Under prohibition this 
amount has been doubled in six and | 
a half years. This suggests not only 
the increased prosperity, the higher 
standards of living and the provision 
for the future accompanying prohibi- 
tion, but also indicates where a con- 
siderable portion of the old-time an- 
nual drink .bill, of . approximately 
$3,000,000,000 is now going.’’ 

He added that immediately prior 
to prohibition the.life insurance com- 
paries of the country were writing 
an average total’ of $305,000,000 worth 
of insurance monthly, and’ that in 
May of this year they wrote $1,179,- 
470,000 of new insurance.”

Peace through international friend- 
ship fostered by the labor organiza- | 
tions of the world is the dominant | 
thought of the European labor move- | 
ment, according to Dr. Ludwig Maier | 
of Vienna, secretary-treasurer of the | 
Postal, Telegraph and Telephone In- | 
ternational, comprising 540,000 com- | 
munications employes in twenty- “Bix | 
countries. 

Dr. Maier, who has been visiting | 
the United States as fraternal del- | 
egate to several postal employes’ con- 
ventions, in an interview. at the Hotel | 
Commodore yesterday, stressed the | 
peace efforts of the postal, telegraph 
and telephone employes of Europe: 
and spoke also of the work for peace | 
furthered by the International Fed- 
eration of Trade Unions, with head- 
quarters in Amsterdam and compris- 
ing an affiliated membership of more 


than 16,000,000 workingmen and, 
women. 


Wants American Support. 


In reply to a question as to the 
European feeling with regard to the 
affiliation of the American Federa. 
tion of Labor with the Amsterdani 
organization, Dr. Maier said that Eu 
ropean labor would cordially wel- 
come American lebor and would as 
sure the latter of absolute autonomy 
with regard to its own affairs. He 
explaincd that every national labor 
organization affiliated with the Am- 
sterdam federation had absolute au 
tonomy. He said he had never seen 
any important question decided upon 
without unanimity and was certain . 
that there could be no fear that the, 
Amsterdam international would take | 
any action on important affairs with- 
out the concurrence of the American 
delegation. 

Affiliation with Amsterdam, in the 
opinion of Dr. Maier, would make 
available to American labor more 
comprehe::sive #£nd better informa- | 
tion regarding European labor and 
industrial conditions, and especially . 
of the inovement of American cap- | 
ital to Europe and of the establish- 
ing there of factories to make ar- 
ticles formerly made in this country. 
Then, too, he said, @ffiliation would 
bring about a moral and_ spiritual 
solidarity between the Old World 
and the New World which would be 
of immense importance in promoting 
the peace of the world. | 

There could be no question of dues 
as a possible factor in holding back , 
American affiliation, declared Dr. 
Maier, for the dues are insignificant, 
amounting to about a cent a year 
per worker. 


Tells of Perce Efforts. |

Underneath is tne inscrip- 
tion, ‘Strive for enduring peace. | 

The lact congress of vr. Maier’s 
organization adopted a resolution de- 
claring that ‘‘the will for peac? 
among the peoples goes deeper than 
the diplomats are aware and the 
T. T. International demands that the 
governments shall accelerate their 
efforts for the realization of world 
peace in accordance with the will of 
the pcoptes.”’ | 

Dir. Msier declared that his con- | 
tacts with American labor organizea- | 
tions led him to believe that the de- 
rire for peace was also uppermost in | 
the minds of the unionists in this

The difficulties of the situation 
this year were, of course, aggra- 
vated by the growing public dis- 
trust of the local minority part 
leadership. The titular local lead- 
ers, practically without exception, 
are ‘“‘little’’ men, who look at 
everything, even a thing as mo- 
mentous as a municipal election, 
from a narrow, selfish viewpoint, 
gauging every: issue and every in- 
ividual by the measure of their 
immediate personal interests and 
those of their political dependents. 
Their aspirations, like those of 
Tammany, are in the direction of 
spoils rather than service. Such 
a brand of leadership ¢annot in- 
spire confidence even among those 
who are disposed naturally to 
adopt existing party machinery as 
@ means toward progress in city 
affairs. This lack of confidence, 
which has been cumulative, 
coupled with the prospect of a bit- 
ter primary contest, worked to- 
gether to stifle latent aspirations 
among qualified independents. 


The Republican Corvention. 


The Republican Convention at 
Mecca Temple on Aug. 1 had in- 
teresting features. The platform, 
presented by Alan Fox, contained 
an indictment of the Walker Ad- 


ministration which followed, in 
outline at least, the union’s own 
appraisal of existing conditions. 
It was embellished, of course, in 
the usual partisan fashion and its 
“‘pledges’’ that dealt with contro- 
versial matters were phrased with 
@ vagueness calculated to discour- 
age conflict among such strangers 
as might mingle-temporarily under 
the Republican tent. 

An amusing incident was Candi- 
date LaGuardia’s reference to the 
platform _as_ containing some 
“quasi-LaGuardian’’ planks. It 
would be interesting’ to have these 
identified. 

Emory R. Buckner held atten- 
tion in picturing the Walker Ad- 
ministration very much as the Cit- 
izens Union has seen it. Mr. Buck- 
ner voiced also an appeal for non- 
partisanship in city affairs which 
deserved a better setting. 

Then, with nothing else to do, 
the delegates cast their ballots for 
Mr. LaGuardia and were rewarded 
by a characteristic speech from 
the Congressman himself, who ex- 
pressed satisfaction at having sur- 
vived an orthodox Republican con- 
vention, assured the delegates he 
would win and told the district 
captains to go home and go to 
work with assurances of recogni- 
tion for diligence. 

So the municipal campaign of 
1929 began. 

Although independents were in- 
formally invited to offer sugges- 
tions prior to the convention, it 
cannot, of course, by any stretch 
of the imagination be labeled with 
the much-abused term ‘‘fusion.”’ 

The Citizens Union, therefore, is 
entirely free to make such recom- 
mendations to the voters concern- 
ing the nominees for city offices 
as it sees fit. The union’s execu- 
tive committee is requesting each

To assist in reaching conclusions, 
the ‘union’s executive committee 
has prepared the following state- 
ment regarding candidates for the 
major offices: 


The Mayoralty Candidates, 


James J. Walker’s record is fa 
miliar to our members and friends. 
He is a product of the old Tam- 
many, school but with the new 
Tammany label, plausible, witty, 


not overconscientious, willing to 
close his eyes to indications of ib de 
lest legal evidence may implicate 
persons enjoying organization fa- 
vor. The union’s appraisal of his ad- 
ministration characterized him as 
‘‘a Mayor with whom the claims of 
political and personal friends and 
associates come first. Only after 
and subiect to their satisfaction is 
the public good cnsidered.”’ 

Fiorello H. LaGuardia began his 
public career in 1904. He was in 
the United. States Consular Service 
from 1904 to 1906, in the immigra- 
tion service from 1907 to 1910, was 
a deputy State Attorney General 
in 1915 and 1916, was elected to 
Congress in 1916 and re-elected in 
1918. In 1917 he left his seat in 
Congress to join the United States 
Aviation Service, rendering distin- 
guished service on the Italian front 
until the close of the war. In 1919 
he was elected President of the 
Board of Aldermen, when his can- 
didacy had the endorsement of the 
Citizens Union. In 1921 he unsuc- 
-cessfully contested the nomination 
of Henry H. Curran for Mayor in 
the Republican primaries. He was 
again elected to Congress in 1922 
and has been re-elected every two 
vears since. In 1924 he bolted the 
Republican party and was elected 
to Congress as a candidate of the 
La Follette-Wheeler’ Progressive 
group and the Socialist party. 

Mr. LaGuardia’s friends see in 
him a man of honesty. integrity 
and courageous independence. He 
has repeatedly been contemptu- 
ous of party leaders and party reg- 
ularity. On the other hand, many 
impartial observers view him as a 
political opportunist, ready to en- 
list under any banner that may en- 
hance his -political fortunes. As a 
member of the Board of Estimate 
during the last two years of John 
F. Hylan’s first term, he was a 
‘sore disappointment to those who 
had hoped he might contribute ele- 
ments of sanity, dignity and con- 
structive deliberation to the pro- 
ceedings of the board. Instead, he 


was an active participant in the - 


disgraceful brawls that featured 
the sessions during that period. 
He encouraged and echoed Hylan 
in the output of cheap clap-trap 
and blatant demagory that passed 
for declarations of policy, his 
voice at times drowning out 
Hylan’s own. After leaving the 
board he continued his friendly re- 
lations with Hylan, accepting legal 
assignments fromthe latter’s Cor- 
poration Counsel, and in 1925 ex- 
- pressed willingness to support him 
if he became an independent can- 
date for re-election. 

In short, it is difficult to find in 
Mr. LaGuardia’s record anything 
tangible upon which to base hope 
that as Mayor he could formulate 
and adhere‘to a constructive pro- 
gram of administration. 


Bennett and Thomas. 


William M. Bennett is contesting 
Mr. LaGuardia’s designation in 
the Republican primaries. He is 
a former member of the State 


Legislature. He has never held an 
administrative office. He must 
bear the odium of having headed 
the partisan opposition to the late

LAGUARDIA VICTORY 
SEEN AS 1932 FACTOR 


Bennett Supporter Says Election | 
Would Make Him Rival of | 


Roosevelt for Presidency. 


“A highway to Washington”’ will be 
opened to Fiorello H. LaGuardia if 
he is elected Mayor, Clinton N. How- 
ard, chairman of the National United 
Committee for Law Enforcement, 


afternoon in Central Branch Y. M. 
C. A., 55 Hanson Place, Brooklyn. 
The meeting was held by supporters 
of William M. Bennett, who is op- 
posing Mr. LaGuardia for the Re- 
publican nomination for Mayor. 

“If Mr. LaGuardia. wins his ob- 
jective and Governor Roosevelt con- 
tinues to flirt with the drys, they 
will be the logical foes in the Presi- 
dential campaign of 1932.’’ Mr. How- 
ard said. ‘‘Mr. La Guardia is ad- 
mittedly wetter than Tam-iany. It 
is obviously intended by some to seek 
a speakeasy Republican candidate 
for President in the next election.’’ 

Mr. Howard challenged Mr. 
Guardia to appeal to President 
Hoover, the leader of his party, for 
support in his campaign.

tent men whose preaching your 
young people will respect.’’ 

At the outset of his address, Pro- 
fessor Rogers said that modern life 
had freed women for industry, so 
much so that ‘‘business is staffed by 
women.”’ Life had been speeded tu 
the point where one could not dweli 
on any one thing long. He criticized 
high-pressure -salesmanship, which 
led people to buy cheap goods, scrap 
them and buy. anew. 

“The boy of today has to keep his 
wits about him as never before,’’ he 
said. ‘‘The girl too. They live in a 
world of pressure, stimulation, prop- 
aganda, a world in which business, 
religion, education and culture have 
subordinated everything to the job 
of selling the new thing. 

“The result is that we have an 
extraordinary quick-witted, ntelli- 
gent, up-to-the-minute crowd of 
youngsters, who have of necessity 
developed a resistance to propaganda 
which makes them appear suspi- 
cious, unidealistic, hard-boiled to ali 
those who are trying to enforce tra- 
ditional ideals in an age of change. 

‘“‘Physically, they were never finer 
and more beautiful. They are, gen- 
erally speaking, well-informed and 
superficially highly intelligent. They 
have limitless possibilities.’’ 

He emphasized the educational fa- 
cilities of today and urged speciali- 
zation: In-more and more fields the 
college diploma was becoming an es- 
sential. He cited: Massachusetts In- 


stitute of Technology as a collegiate 


institution of the new order and said 
that twenty-five years ago only office 
work and ~rimary school teaching 
were open to girls. 

‘“‘Today every day’s newspaper has 
an interesting news story about some 
new, novel .and curious occupation 
in which girls are making a _ suc- 
cess,” he said. ‘‘In the United States 
alone there are today at least sev- 
enty-five girls licensed as aviators, 
some of them even transport pilots.”’ 

In view of the importancecf higher 
education, Professor Rogers de- 
clared, any boy or girl who finished 
his or her ‘‘education’’ at graduation 
from grammar school. was likely to 
join the great army of casuals. 

‘On the other hand,’’ he contin- 
ued, ‘‘our schools are cluttered with 
young people who nave no business 





there, who aren’t worth the spares. 
effort and patience expended to train 
the minds they haven’t got. But. 
like water, they will find their own 
level. We needn’t bother with either 
class. Let us speak of those worth 
helping and see how much we are 
pele them. 

“T am speaking about the vast 
numbers of bright, intelligent, am- 
bitious boys and girls who are not 
content with a high’ school educa- 
tion and wish further training. Now 
most of these young ople labor 
under one fundamental difficulty: 
they do not know what education 
means. To most of them, education 
means learning some trade, occupa- 
tion or, profession by which they can 
make money. 

‘“‘What they do not recognize is 
that this special training is of far 
less importance than the hard in- 
tellectual exercises, ‘brain sweat,’ 
which gives them a foundation that 
will enable them to master anything 
they need to master.”’ 

Methods in primary schools that 
emphasize ‘‘application’’ rather than 
‘‘principles’’ are ‘‘enervating and en- 
feebling to good minds,’’ Professor 
Rogers asserted.’ He said that boys 
entering universities after training 
by -application failed because they 
could. not think. Many girls, ‘‘virtu- 
ally illiterate so far as hard intel- 
lectual reading is concerned’ were 
graduated from norrnal schools and 
allowed to teach children, 
or not they had ‘‘anything to teach.”’ 

Professor Rogers said that his con- 
tact with students showed that many 
of them had little or no grasp of 
‘“‘fundamentals.’’ 

“Above all,’’ he said, ‘‘they have 
been taught net to criticize or ana- 
lyze. They came to higher education 
and life with a settled conviction that 
the only allowable criticism is ‘con- 
structive’ criticism. Trey have been 
impressed with the easy and lying 
notion that every knucx is a boost.”’ 


Denies Youth Is Irreligious. 


The professor turned to churches 


and to religious instruction of the 
young. He denied that modern youth 
was irreligious. He particularly as 
sailed Protestant methods, declaring 
that Catholic and Jewish childrer 
had better perception of :eligious anc 
social ethics.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 8.—One im- 
portant question to be investigated 
by the Senate Agriculture Commit- 
tee,, which framed the farm relief 
bill under which the Federal Farm 
Board was created, -is whether the 
committee and the board members 
construe the measure along the same 
basic lines. 

Specifically, the committee wishes 
to ascertain if the board members 
agree with the committee on the pol- 
icy of loans to farmers. It desires 
to learn whether the board has ac- 
tually established a policy of refus- 
ing loans to ‘cooperatives until all 
other avenues of obtaining credit 
have been exhausted. 

This would mean that before the 
Farm Board advances a loan the co- 
operative group must have exhaust- 
ed its credits with the local banks 
and with the intermediate credit 
banks. 

The original Jardine bill contained 
a provision to this effect, but it was 
stricken out of the final bill at the 
instance of Chairman McNary of the 
agriculture committee, who _ held 
that this did not. furnish sufficient 
opportunity for the emergency relief 
required. 


Board Chary of Loans. 


Since then Chairman Legge of the 
farm board has declared it to be the 
board’s policy to decline all loans 
until the local credit facilities have 
been explored and exhausted. Pre- 
sumably this policy was announced | 
in line with the broad discretionary | 
powers granted the board. 

There are other criticisms ef the 


policies so far adopted by the board, 
among them being alleged insuffi- 
cient loans and other aid granted to 
the wheat growers. 

The committee, which will hold an 
inquiry into the qualifications of the 
board members, has received many 
letters and telegrams offering sug- 
gestions for the investigation. 

Many of these are commendatory 
of the appointments, but others, 
coming from the West and the Mid- 
dle West, are critical of the prospec- 
tive farm board members and their 
a titude toward farm relief as shown 
by the board’s policy up to this time. 

Some of the critics held that the 
alleged failure of the board to buy 
wheat is not in keeping with the 
spirit of the legislation as interpreted 
by the men’ who framed it, and there

Dear Dr. O’Shea: 

May I join with you in sending a 
message to the pupils, principals 
and teachers who will begin their 
school work on Monday morning? 

As I endeavor to recall the his- 
tory of free education in the city of 
New York, beginning, historians 
tell us, in 1782, when the Legisla- 
turé provided a free school for 
twenty pupils, of whom New York 
City and County were entitled to 
ten, and Kings, Queens and Rich- 
| mond to one each, my mind is 

scarcely able to encompass the 

scope of free education as we know 
‘| it today with mors than a million 
| and a quarter pupils in our care. 
| Ihave had the pleasure of meet-_ 
ing many of the principals and 
teachers who will be in school this 
Fall. I hope some day to shake the 
hand of all of them. I might tell 
them a little story. It is to the ef- 
fect that Adam Roelantsen, the 
first schoolmaster to come to Man- 
hattan Island, though an able and 
brilliant .man,..took in.washing- to 
do in his spare time. It is a far 
cry to the days of Adam Roelant- 
sen. 

My message is one of welcome 
and of greeting. I wish that I might 
extend it personally. I want it to 
go not alone into the schoolbuild- 
ings and classrooms, but into the 
homes and hospitals where we are 

roviding teachers for those unfor- 
tunate children who are unable to

Three thousand boys and girls of 
school age. will not.come.to.class. for 
the first recitations of the new aca- 
demic year. They are confined in 
their homes, in hospitals or in camps 
for the tubercular. The Board of 
has, however. made pro- 
vision for: their education. 

Teachers will be sent to homes to 
give instruction to crippled or chil- 
dren otherwise physically handi- 
c d. Classes will be formed 
wherever there is a.group of such 
children, in institutions, camps or 
boats, in or oucside of the city. ~ 

Dr. Adela J. Smith, who is in 
charge of this work, said that the 
number of such children is decreas- 
ing, while it increases in other cities. 

An incomplete tabulation of the 
number of the children to be taken 
care of by extra-school instruction 
follows: cripples, 491 children 
confined to homes, 786 in hospitals, 
688 tubercular children in hospitals, 
camps, boats, parks all over the 
State: 125 cardiac cases, 200 children 
suffering from malnutrition and un- 
able to go to school, and a few others 
who remain unclassified. 

“These children are mentally nor- 
mal and frequently above the aver- 
age,’’ Dr. Smith said. ‘‘The number 
of honor students among--them is 
high. They are simply children who 


| have lost their childhood. The Board 


of Education is setting them on their 
feet. We have a number of cases 
in which the crippled boy in a fam- 
ily, educated by the city of New 
York, is the one now supporting the 
family. These handicapped children 
are educated in accordance with their 
limitations. They are taught to do 
what nature has left them best fitted 
to do. Years ago physically handi- 
capped children were not taken care 
of as they are now. Today we start 
them on the road to useful, happy 


and self-supporting citizenship. 


‘“‘The work now being done by the 
Board of Education was formerly 
volunteer work. It began in 1915. 
Some years later the Board of Edu- 
cation took it over. Some idea of 
the magnitude of the work may be 
gathered from the fact that there 
will be 179 open-air. classes, 89 teach-: 
ers visiting homebound children and 
43 cardiopathic classes.’’

And 
the outstanding star of his stable is 
the gelding pacer Winnipeg, which 
has been beaten in just one heat this 
season and was a winner in three 
straight heats at the Grand Circuit 
meeting, which closed at Indianapolis 
on Friday. 

Winnipeg Showing Class. 


Winnipeg is the world’s champion 
pacing gelding and has to his credit 
the wonderful mark of 1:57%. He 
is a very remarkable horse. Three 
miles under 2:00 are to his credit 


this year, has gone in 2:00 flat and 
has one race this year in 1:59% to 
his credit. 

The Baker establishment has been 
a big winner this season and has 
been for several years. Baker, in 
addition to Winnipeg, also has the 
fast pacing gelding Labrador, which | 
took down a $25,000 stake at Toledo. 
The Baker stable is a very extensive 
one, and not all of the charges which 
Palin has under’ his care are top- 
notch stars. But those which are

HEWITT LOOMS AS A STAR 





Brilliant 1928 Freshman Has All- 
‘Around Ability—Eight Veterans 
Are on Hand. 





This is the first of a series of 
articles. on Eastern football teams 
| and their prospects for the season.

Atop the highest spot at Baker 
Field a bronze lion stands with 
muscles tensed defiantly and with 
his mouth wide open in a voiceless 
roar. His sightless eyes peer out 
over the practice field and the green 
| expanse of the regular gridiron on 


| the level below. Could ‘vision but 


light his orbs he would behold the 
; makings of a Columbia team that 


|its stanchest adherents hope will 
| be good enought ‘‘to make a bronze 
| lion roar.”’ 

| For five years- major victories have 
been doled out to Columbia with 
| parsimonious hand. Three major 
| triumphs and three ties in half a 
| decade would hardiy call for rousing 
| cheers from all concerned, but so 
| peculiar are the difficultics under 
| which Coach Charlie Crowley has to 
work thet even an average of one 
important conquest in a season is 
| considercd adequate recompense for 
i three months of football. 

Columbia annually gives Crowley 
about fortv men for his | squad. 
Generally about half of them are 
good enough to be used in a big 
game where the terrific pounding of 
regulars and powerful reserves takes 
toll of all but the very strongest— 
and even the strongest are wont to 
falter a bit at the close. Modern 
football demands a squad rather 
than a team and it is there that 
Columbia has been found wanting. 


Has Strength for Emergencies, 


This year the Blue and White will 
have a little of that precious reserve 


strength that it has lacked in the 
past—not as much as Crowley would 
want, but still enough to tide him 
over in emergencies. It has even in- 
fluenced the very conservative -Co- 
lumbia coach to admit, ‘“‘I think we 
will have a fairly good team.”’ 

The former Harvard and Notre 
Dame player seems to be unmindful 
of the fact that his schedule calls for 
Dartmouth, Wiliams, Cornell, Col- 
gate, Penn and Syracuse in rapid 
succession. 

“Yes. If we have a little luck with 
our reserves and our injuries we 
ought to have a pretty good season.”’ 

Both reserves and injuries have 
been bugaboos to Columbia in the 
past. ‘In various years Crowley lost 
George Pease, Ray Kirchmeyer and 
Hank Kumpf, all stars, through in- 
juries. As far as reserve strength— 
or rather, the lack of it—goes, it Is 
a long story that needs only a few 
instances to demonstrate its place in 
the order of things at Baker Field. 
Two. of: the” major games Columbia 
lost last year were to Penn and 
Syracuse. In each game the Crow 
ley combination led at the start, only 
ta be toppled o7,4° by the force of 
numbers at the ish. 


Four Veterans Last Year, 


This time a year ago the Lion 
coach had four veterans available. 


Today he has eight of the ejeven 
men who started the final gar): in 
1928. In addition he has two fitsh- 
man backs who are likely to displace 
two regulars; he has_ substitute 
backs who were making progress 
last year when the season termi- 
nated; he has two of the best tackles 
in Columbia history; he has a smart, 
aggressive centre; he has one satis- 
factory end. He has good freshman 
line material and he has two new 
additions to the coahcing staff, Mike 
Hanley of Washington and Ed Walk- 
er of Stanford, two men whose rep- 
utations are of the highest.

President HoovER’s indignation at 
the discovery that propaganda 
against naval reduction has been 
paid for is intelligible. His vigorous 
statement about it, together with 
his inquiry of the Attorney General 
whether there is no law suitably to 
punish it, was fully warranted by 
the facts in the particular case 
which has been exposed. It is that 
of a man who had posed not simply 
as a great naval expert but as a 
super-heated patriot, and who, it 
now appears, had been paid some 
$50,000 by shipbuilding companies 








‘and had brought suit against them 


when they refused his demand for 
$250,000 more. The whole affair is 
on the verge of being ventilated by 
a Senate committce, so that the de- 
tails will be fully laid before the 
public. Mr. HOOVER called upon the 
directors of the shipbuilding com- 
panies involved to explain, if they 
could, how they justified such an ex- 
penditure. They have already made 
partial replies. 

There is no doubt that Mr, HOOVER 
does well to be angry at such a dis- 
closure. But is he not bound in con- 
sistency to go further? The prin- 
ciple on which he takes his stand 
is that it is grossly improper, if not 
illegal, for individuals or corpora- 
tions to hire lobbyists or publicity 
agents in order to influence the leg- 
islation and the policies of the 
American Government. But has not 
that very thing been going on in 
Washington under his own eyes in 
the framing of the tariff bill? When 
a tariff measure was pending in the 
first year of President WILSON, he 
denounced to the Washington cor- 
Tespoudants what he called the 
“insidious lobby’ which was trying 
to dictate the action of Congress. 
That resulted in a Congressional in- 
vestigation, and the scurrying to 
cover of many of the lobbyists. But 
it is notorious that they returned to 
Washington in strength this year. 
Many of them were sent there by 
manufacturing companies anxious to 
get favorable tariff rates on their 
products. Probably a great deal 
more money has been spent in this 
way than was wasted upon the 
naval gentlemen against whom the 
President turns his guns. And the 
thing goes further back. It is mor- 
ally certain that some at least of 
the large contributions made to the 
Republican campaign fund last year 
were gifts in the hope of tariff fa- 
vors to come. When the time came 
to ask for them, the demand was 
made without a ylugh, just as if only 
an honest bargain were to be car- 
ried out. 

What the ordinary citizen will 
say is that if lobbyists are to be 
struck at, there should be no dis- 
crimination among them. One set is 
as bad as the other. Both proceed 
upon the theory that for money duly 
paid.the action of Congress can be 
determined. Thus the scandal, if 
any exists at all, is one of large 
ramifications. It involves much 
more than the number of ships we 
are to build. It-extends tothe tariff 
taxes desired for sugar and steel and 
boots and.shoes.. When the Presi-

seizes his axe to use against buying 
legislation, or paying to prevent it, 
he should hew to the line—the whole 
line. 


PROFESSORS IN POLITICS. 


Professional politicians, though 
they frequently have made use of 
educatots as candidates for office, 
notice that these develop generally 
one or the other of two tendencies 
which seem to be peculiar to the 
species when electioneering. One is 
the proclamation of goals so ideal- 
istic as to make solid business in- 
terests tremble. The other is a rush 
to demagogic tactics. To judge from 
comment in the press of Virginia, 
the latter channel seems to have 
attracted Dr. WILLIAM MOSELEY 
BROWN, Republican (and Hoover- 
crat) candidate for Governor of the 
State. “It is not Ph. D. stuff which 
“Dr. BROWN is developing * * * but 
“cheap political sensationalism,” 
says The Norfolk Virginian-Pilot in 
characterizing the learned candi- 
date’s hysterical assertion that he is 
in danger of being counted out if he 
wins in November. 

Perhaps a man from the shades 
of Academe feels that, once he is in 
politics, he must emulate the least 
admirable practices of politicians 
lest he be considered a tyro. At any 
'rate, it happens often enough to 
provoke the suspicion. Men of 
that background seem little content 
with taking off their coats when 
| they get down into what HENRY 
WATTERSON used to refer to as “ the 
bull-ring ’’; they roll up their sleeves 
and spit on their hands as well. 
Hither this or they soar crazily into 
the empyrean. The history of 
| American politics is full of such 
‘strange exhibits. In New Jersey, 
when WoopDROW WILSON was running 
for Governor, the Republicans lived 








in daily hope that he would develop 
; one or the other inevitable tendency 
| of his breed. But, from their view- 
point, he failed to do so, Long years 
afterward the Republicans turned 
the fruit of his idealistic hopes of 
world peace into defeat for his par- 
ty and himself, but that was ten 
years after the New Jersey cam- 
paign, and Mr. WILSON had an im- 
posing list of practical achievements 
to his credit by that time. An ex- 
amination of the campaign speeches 
made thus far in Virginia by Dr. 
BROWN impels the reflection that he 
would have done well to have used 
Mr. WILSON’S New Jersey campaign 
methods as his model. 

The Hoovercrat candidate has 
been addressing himself to prejudice 
| instead of to intelligent argument. 
| His discussion of State business has 
| not been that of one acquainted with 

Virginia affairs; and on taxation 
matters Governor ByrD or ex-Gov- 
lernor AL SMITH of New York, 
though neither ever wore an educa- 
tor’s mortar-board, could take him 
on as a pupil. He has confined him- 
| self to a discussion of such matters 
as ‘“ Raskobism ” and “ du Pontism ” 
| and “ alienism,” which can hardly be 
| burning questions in Virginia’s do- 
'mestic affairs. He should take a 
/course in practical politics at the 
| University of Wisconsin; there is one 
' faculty which avoids the professorial 
| pitfalls. ‘ 














THE AIR MAIL, 


The plane in the transcontinental 
air-mail service pauses at Cheyenne, 
Wyoming, just before the sun comes 
up. It is the time suggested in Rup- 
| YARD KIPLING’S new poem, published 
last week in The World: 

Light steals to unsurtain 
‘the dim shapinz skies 


That arch and ‘nake certain 
Where he shall arise.

previous month. At any rate, a re- 
port was found there a year ago at 
the hour when the air stablemen 
were attending to “ bridle and girth ” 
for the next leg of the journey, 
showing that all the flights to that 
airport had been completed withoui 
| accident, though with some delay in 
a few instances, due to the unfavor- 
able weather conditions. 

The statement published vester- 
day of the mileage covered in the 
first six months of 1929 by the air 
pilots might have been accompanien: 
by such additional statistics as the 
number of individual flights, of 
prompt and delayed arrivals, of 
abandoned flights, of accidents and 
their causes. These would have told 
more impressively of the progress 
; made and have evoked a deeper pub- 
lic interest in this new service. Peo- 
| ple are more concerned to know 
with what regularity and prompt- 
ness their letters are delivered than 
to what high total the mileage has 
risen. They might be informed how 
relatively few are the fatalities and 
be stirred to a due appreciation of 
the daring and skill. of pilots in 
facing perils .and in extricating 
themselves from difficult situations 
with their cargoes of mail. A few 
days ago one of them, in celebrating 
the completion of his millionth mile 
in the air without a serious accident, 
said, with a tinge of regret, that 
improvements and safety measures 
had “taken most of the adventure 
out of the air-mail business,” and 
that soon there will be no more ex- 
citement about flying than there is 
about railroading. 

One could hardly expect to travel 
a million miles on land and sea 
(forty times around the earth) by 
ailvoad ‘train, automobile and ship, 
or even on foot, without “ serious 
accident,” but it is probable that the 
air pilot’s story was saved from a 

\ 
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tragic ending long before he’ reached 
his millionth mile by his skill and 
the favor of wind and weather. The 
tragedy of Mount Taylor in New 
Mexico, on whose slopes lies the 
wrecked plane that seemed ‘at first 
only as “a patch of snow” but was 
as “the pale corse” of Icarus, tells 
us on the very day of the publica- 
tion of the mounting statistics in air- 
mail mileage and of the marvelous 
record of speed in the air which has 
been made by man—no longer left 
behind by “the wind in her blow- 
ing” and “the bird on the wind ”— 
that the “adventure” has not yet 
been wholly taken out of flying. But 
this will not and should not deter 
man from renewed efforts till he has 
outdriven every gale. 





A MUSEUM OF MODERN ART. 


Nothing has recently stirred more 
interest in art circles—and outside 
of them for that matter—than the 
project to establish in this city a 
modern art museum, The plans are 
as yet tentative, but are promising, 
Artistic direction and financial back- 
ing are already assured. The new 
institution is expected to have a place 
by itself, doing all it can to exhibit 
modern works of art, to encourage 
living painters and sculptors, at any 
rate to the extent of giving them 
new opportunities for having their 
creations seen by the public and 
studied by both amateurs and con- 
noisseurs. It will not be in competi- 
tion with any existing museum. Its 
collections will at first be modest, 
though select, and ought to do for 
New York what has been done in 
Paris and Berlin and London and 
other cities in setting up small but 
fine museums alongside the great 
national and municipal repositories. 

This modern art museum would in 
no sense be antagonistic to the Met- 
ropolitan. The prospectus, with not 
too great modesty, speaks of its hope 
to be to the Metropolitan what the 
Luxembourg is to the Louvre. It 
surely will have some distance to 
travel before arriving at the Luxem- 
bourg—much further, in fact, than 
the Metropolitan has to go before 
catching up with the Louvre. It also 
seems to be something of a misap- 
prehension to speak of the new mu- 
seum as a place of “ probation” for 
modern art. The main thing is to 
get it shown. Whether or not it later 
passes from Purgatory into Para- 
dise, whether the public understands 
it or not, likes it or not, there should 


That, we conceive, is really one of 
the great objects of the new enter- 
prise. It may, in time, succeed in 
building a fine museum where a

determine. Article 12 of the Cov- 
enant does not make an exception 
of self-defense. In no. case what- 
ever must a nation go to war until 
three months after a League decision 
in a dispute. And inasmuch as a 
decision by the League Council may 
be withheld for six months, it is 
obvious that even the plea of self- 
defense will not permit a nation to 
take up arms until the lapse of 
three-quarters of ‘a year. The gain 
for peace in such a prolonged cool- 
ing-off period is enormous. On the 
face of things it heavily outweighs 
a pledge under the Kellogg Pact, 
which may be canceled at any mo- 
ment by the exigencies of self- 
defense. 

The relative merits of peace guar- 
antees under the Covenant and the 
Kellogg Treaty will be made clearer 
as the proposed re-examination of 
the Covenant goes forward. With 
the purpose to strengthen coopera- 
tion between Covenant and Pact 
there can be nothing but the heart- 
iest sympathy. That the two are 
already partners in the war against 
war is implicit in the popular name 
of the multilateral treaty and in its 
history. It is a Kellogg Pact, and 
its chief usefulness consists in en- 
abling the United States to work 
for the same ends striven for in the 
Covenant of the League.

COVENANT AND PACT. 


Which is the stronger guarantee 
for the preservation of peace—a 
definite pledge by a nation not to 
fight for a period of nine: months 
under any circumstances, or a gen- 
eral. promise never to try to fight? 





The issue is raised in a resolution 
brought forward at Geneva by For- 
eign Secretary »HENDERSON » calling 
for a re-examination of Articles 12 
and 15 of the Covenant of the 
League of Nations. The. purpose is 
to bring the Covenant into harmony 
with the Kellogg anti-war pact. Mr. 
HENDERSON regards the latter as 
embodying a higher conception of 
world “peace. because the Kellogg 
Treaty abolishes the right to engage 
in war, whereas the Covenant. per- 
mits hostilities under certain condi- 
tions. Article 12, for instance, for- 
bids resort to war until the lapse of 
three months after an arbitration 
award or a report by the Council of 
the League; this means that war 
after three months is not prohibited. 
One of the objectionable ‘clauses in 
Article 15 forbids war against a na- 
tion which complies with a report of 
the Council of the League; this 
would seem to sanction war against 
a nation that has not listened to the 
League. The Kellogg Treaty, on the, 
contrary, unconditionally condemns 
recourse to war for the solution of 
international controversies, ‘and the 
nations solemnly promise that @-so- 
lution of any and all disputes be- 
tween them “shall never be sought 
except by pacific means.”

I had an opportunity to see the corn 
borer quarantine in action. All south- 
bound automobiles leaving Suffern,

Assum- 
ing that New Jersey has no corn 
borers, what would happen if a few 
ears containing them were brought 
in? The people who carry corn in 
their cars have come out from the 
cities and bought it at the wayside 
markets because the corn in the 
wholesale city markets is already 
eaten by the borers. At home, when 
the corn is taken out of the bag and 
husked, the infected corn is prompt- 
ly thrown away as garbage and thus 
destroyed.

In spite of the present retail efforts 
at quarantine, the progress of the 
corn borer apparently continues. 
Might not the condemnation of in- 
fected corn at the city markets have 
some effect? Or is it not possible that 
the quarantine money might better 
be spent on research for a direct at- 
tack on the pest through poisons or 
natural enemies? Of course, the re- 
tail quarantine method may be the 
best. Still, one has. time for much 
speculation on the subject while wait- 
ing in line.

SOUTHAMPTON, N. Y., Sept. 8.— 
A return of higher education to . 
small ‘‘personalized”’ country col- 
leges, away from the hurry and 
bustle of big cities, but linked in a 
series of great university systems, 
was -& suggestion made tonight for 
higher educational reform in an ad- 
dress by Dr. Bernard Iddings Bell, 
warden of St. Stephen’s College, An- 
nandale-on-Hudson, He delivered 
the second of the September ad- 
dresses at the Parrish Art Museum 
on matters of vital social interest 
sponsored by the trustees of the mu- 
seum. 

American higher education, profes- 
sional schools and graduate schools, 
as well as American life in general, 
are suffering from a-lack of men 
and women emerging from colleges 
with any unified concept of life in 
general or any perception of what is 
involved in cultural living, Dr. Bell 
said. Colleges need to reduce the 
student body, to increase personali- 
zation of instruction and a renewed 
dedication to their real function, he 
contended, 


Wants Units Isolated. 


As a contribution to the reform of 
colleges, he offered the suggestion 
of the small, and preferably country, 
coliege, definitely within the univer- 
sity, but physically isolated. 

“It is impossible to make men in 
job lots, and impossible to make peo- 
ple thoughtful by lecturing at them 
and never seeing them otherwise,”’ 
said Dr. Bell. ‘‘Education is not 
miracuious or mechanical, and per- 
sonal contacts have always. been, and 
always must be, basically important. 
The day of the big classroom college 
is, or ought to be, over. 

‘‘Moreover, it seems plain that the 
modern city is not the best place for 
a college. It is at once too bad and 
too good. The badness consists of a 


complex of hurry, noise and nervous. 
strain, ill conducive to contempla- 
tion. The goodness is composed of 
many lectures, delightful concerts, 
the opera, a multitude of socially 
charming entertainments and. good 
times, all in themselves delightful 
indeed, but definitely inimical to con- 
centrated thinking. In a city college 
the students are gone, away, un- 








certainly fit the crime, for the ever- | p 





locatable most of the time. The 
staff itself is diffused in suburbs and 
in hive-like apartments. The mod- 
ern city is not a good place for cre- 
ative mental work. All of this makes 
a terrifying problem for the city. c»l- 
lege. Such colleges must, of course, 
be maintained and strengthened, but 
they may not be rightly enlarged and 
new ones ought not to be erected if 
there is any other substitute possible. 


Independent Units Waning. 

“It does not follow from all this 
that the solution lies in the develop- 
ment of small, independent colleges. 
The day of such colleges, existing 
apart from the universities, seems 
rather definitely over. Some of the 
richer and more fashionable ones 


may go on for decades, but they 
will be fewer and fewer in number, 
and eventually even the wealthiest 
of them will find it difficult to pros- 
er. 

“The insuperable difficulty in 
small independent colleges is the iso- 
lation of the teaching staffs. Scholar- 
ship today is organized in the uni- 
versities. There is where the cur- 
rents of thought are moving. Ina 
small, independent college’ the 
teacher lives mostly to himself. He 
has few contacts with those in. his 
field who are leaders in research or 
teachers of advanced knowledge. Re- 
search opportunities are rare for him. 
He reads his journals and books, but 


‘they are no substitute for personal 


contacts. He spends his time almost 
wholly with immature student minds 
and unless he pulls stakes and gets 
out he is all too apt to get funny 
after a while. 

“One may well weep at the good 
men one knows reduced by long iso- 
lation into. querulous and arid dis- 
content. Every small collere knows 
some such men. It is increasingly 
difficult to get really promising men 
to teach in independent colleges, and 
for this reason. And it must not he 
forgotten that students take their 
color from those who instruct them. 


For Intimate Institutions, 


“There is a possibility—the ersa- 
tion of small, intimate, personalized 
and relatively secluded undergradu- 
ate colleges within the university it- 
self, each largely self-governed and 
living its own life, but all taught by 
scholars firmly banded to one an- 
other and to the research scholars 


in the common life of the university 
—small colleges with a_ university 
mind.”’ ‘oe 

Dr. Bell said that the idea was so 
sound that Columbia already had 
launched an effort so to readjust it- 
self; that St. Louis University al- 
ready had united several Roman 
Catholic colleges into such a unified 
group; that the University of Penn- 
sylvania had acquired a tract of land 
at Valley Forge and it was devoting 
a year to studying such possibilities, 
and that Harvard was trying to evolve 
a ‘“‘heuse’’ plan whereby students 
might live in contact with resident 
scholars. 

Dr. Beil sounded a rather pessi- 
malate note on the present-day coi- 
ege. 

“The college today. is the weakest 
link in our system of higher educa- 
tion,’ he said. ‘We are suffering 
from insufficient training prepara- 
tory to specialization, in unde nd- 
ing of life as a whole, in perception 
of human values, in estimation of the 
human problem as a unit. The busi- 
ness of the college is to produce men 
and women who have such visions of 
themselves, their universe and hu- 
man destiny as enables. them be- 


come and to rem balanced citi- 
zens of the world. It is precisely 
here that our colleges are defective.

TO CONVASS STATE 
FOR FOREST FIRE LAW 


Forestry Association Plans Cam- 
paign for Amendment to 
Provide Emergency Funds. 








Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Sept. 8.—Plans will be 
outlined at a meeting of the New 
York State Forestry Association, 
Inc., in the Capitol Wednesday after- 
noon to stimulate interest in fighting 
forest fires, the only State-wide cam- 
paign. that. will -be.waged in the com- 
ing election. The association’s offi- 
cers propose to tcl the people of the 
State of the import of a five-word 
amendment to the Constitution, 
which they are to vote upon in No- 
vember. - 

The last two Legislatures adopted 
the concurrent resolution offered by 
Assemblyman Clarence L. Fisher of 
Lyons Falls, Levvis County. It 
amends Section 3, Article 7 of the 
Constitution and provides that the 
State may incur expense to fight for- 
est fires. The law now recites that 
the State may contract bills to ‘‘repel 
invasion, suppress insurrection or de- 
fend the State in war.’ The five 
words which it is proposed to add 
are ‘‘or to suppress forest fires.’’ 

‘This is a vital matter,’’ said As- 
semblyman Fisher, who was in Al- 
bany today, ‘‘but one concerning 
which the public knows little or 
nothing. The fact is, this legislation 
is vitally needed if the State is to be 
properly protected. Knowledge of 
this fact has only come to us within 
the past two years. In the past we 
thought the situation was being 
properly cared for, because we be- 
lieved that the emergency furid pro- 
vided for in the law was available.” 

Mr. Fisher then explained that 
under Section 53 of the conservation 
law the State Controller, subject to 
the approval of the Governor, had 
authority to make a temporary loan 
of not to exceéd $100,000 in any fis- 
cal year for the expense of fighting 
forest fires, providing the Consérva- 
tion Department certified that an 
emergency existed. : 

‘‘Two years ago the Attorney Gen- 
eral ruled against an emergericy ap- 
propriation for the Départment of 
Agriculture and Markets because 
such a fund was not specifically pro- 
vided. for in the Constitution,” Mr. 
Fisher continued. ‘The ruling would 
apply with equal force against an 
emergency loan to the Conservation 
Department, and we discovered that 
a widespread blaze in our forests 
might find the Empire State inta- 
peo of handling the situation, not 

ecause of lack of money, but solely 
due to the lack of law.” 

To remedy this the concurrent res- 
olution was prepared.

Connsel for Whitehouse Service | 
to Seek Order Against Whalen 
for Denial of License. 








Renewal of the taxicab rate war 
was indicated yesterday when Abra- 
ham Halpern, attorney, representing 
the Whitehorse Taxicab Service, Inc., 
announced he would appear before 
Supreme Court Justice McCook this 
morning t6 ask fof an order to com- 
pel Police Commissioner Whalen to 
show cause why ne snouid not grant 
an operating license to that company 
to run taxis in this citv. 

Permission for the Whitehorse or- 
ganization to operate cabs at a rate 
of 20 cents for the first mile and 
15 cents for each additional mile 
thereafter was refused by the Bureau | 
of Licenses last Friday, Mr. Halpern 
said, and anticipating this move the 
company had instructed Mr. Halpern 
to apply for the order. 

“I defy the right of the police com- 
missioner to virtually create a mio- 
nopoly for high-fate taxicabs in this 
city,’ Mr. Halpern said. ‘‘I further 
state that the taxicab-riding public 
have a legal as well as a moral righ:

Creen, In Letter to Summerall, 
Supports Recommendations of 
interdepartmental Board. 





The American Federation of Labor |

the War Department and Congress 
enable enlisted men and officers of 
the United States Army to receive 
the rises in pay recommended in 
the report of the Interdepartmental 
Pay Board of last July. This is the | 
first time that the A. F. of L.. has 
taken a stand in relation to pay in 
the service except with regard to 
pay of unionized civilian employes 
of the army and the navy. | 
The federation made public a let-| 
ter addressed to General Charles P. | 
Summerall, Chief of Staff of the 
Army, from William Green, the| 
president, saying: ‘‘At a _ recent! 
meeting of the executive council of | 
the American Federation of Labor | 
consideration was given to the army | 
pay bill, which provides for an in- 
crease in the compensation allowed 
officers and enlisted men in ac- 
cordance with their classification. 
The executive council. gave its en- 
dorsement and approval to this army | 
pay bill, with the suggestions that | 
‘fforts be put forth to secure an in- | 
crease for the enlisted men. | 
‘‘Representatives of the American : 
Federation of Labor will present its, 
attitude in favor of the army pay | 
bill providing for increases to the) 
different Congressional committees | 
and to the members of Congress.”’ | 
In a statement Colonel Peter J. | 
Brady, president of the Federation | 
Bank and Trust Company, a labor | 
bank, declared that ‘‘this action | 
demonstrates the warm and friendly | 
feeling of labor toward the defensive | 
forces of the nation. No. longer will | 
these men, both officers and enlisted | 
men, be national orphans. | 
“The figures compiled by the In- 
terdepartmental Pay Board are ir-| 
refutable proof that the legislators 
have woefully neglected our armed 
forces. Since 1908 increases in vari- | 
ous governmental services range, 
from 25 per cent for Cabinet of-! 
ficers to 175 per cent for men on | 
foreign consular service. Even mem- | 
bers of Congress voted themselves a 
83 per cent increase. 
‘On the other hand, the army and 
navy suffered a decrease of 3 per 
cent. Such a condition is absolutely

soldiers and officers has mounted 
exactly as it has for the men whose 
salaries have been materially in- 
creased.

Two-thirds of Fatal Accidents 
In City Laid to Negligence 


_ “More than “two-thirds of the 
4,692 accidental deaths in New 
York City in 1928 are ascribed to 
carelessness or negligence in an 
analysis made public yesterday by 
the Health Department. 

Motor accidents led with 1,075 
fatalities, many of which could 
have been avoided, according to 
Health Commissioner Wynne, if 
parents had insisted that children 
play in public parks instead of in 
the streets. 

Tiluminating gas claimed the 
next largest number. of accident 
victims with 570 deaths, while 502 
persons we:c drowned. One- 
fourth of all the accidents were 
traced to homes. 

“We are able to combat dis- 
ease,” Dr. Wynne said, ‘‘and in 
many instances have succeeded in 
curbing it, but in accidental 
deaths we are almost powerless. 
The matter is principally one of 
responsibility on the part of 
parents and others.’

goal of a seat for every child. 

During the period from Jan. 1, 
1926, when Mayor Walker took. of- 
fice, to Dec. 3i, 1829, when his pres- 
ent term will end, there has been or 
will be placed under contract from 
funds already appropriated a total 
of 160 school buildings, the statement 
declared. These include 135 elemen- 
tary schools, 18 high schools, 2 voca- 
tional schools, 3 continuation schools, 
1 trade school and 1 training school. 
These buildings will seat 202,312 pu- 
pils and their total cost with the sites 
and playgrounds will be $134,092,298.

WOULD TRAIN STATESMEN 





Wants Boys Taught That. Public 
Service !s More Important 
Than Personal Profit. 





The only way to improve New 
York politically is to improve the 
politicians, and the only way to im- 
prove politicians is to drown them 
under a tide of votes for those pri- 
vate citizens of intelligence, ability 
and sterling honesty who may be 
courageous enough to come out and 
volunteer to do their bit to prepare 
for the greater New York of 1965, 
the Rev. Charles Francis Potter de- 
clared yesterday in his sermon at 
the Community Church, Thirty- 
fourth Street and Park Avenue. 

Dr. Potter, who is the founder 
and leader of the First Humgnist 
Society of New York, delivered yes- 
terday the second of a series of ser- 
mons on the topic, ‘Improving New 
York—footnotes to the Regional Plan 
of the Russell Sage Foundation.” 
The topie of his sermon yesterday 
was ‘Improving New York Politi- 
eally.’’ 

“Tet mothers dedicate their boys 
to statesmanship as mothers used 
to devote their brightest boy to the 
ministry,’’ Dr. Potter continued. 
“Let these boys be taught that ser- 
vice to the State is of infinitely more 
importance than personal profit or 
even party prestige. When such a 
race of young men shall seek office 
for the opportunities it offers to 
serve their fellow-men, then the 
words of politician and statesman 
will once again be synonymous. 

“If politics is dirty, it is our own 
fault. The peculiar situation today 
is just this: the competent and hon- 

est citizens have been so busy with 
their own private concerns, especi- 
ally with making money, that they 
have left the administration of civil 
affairs to the incompetent and fre- 
quently unscrupulous citizens who 
have proceeded to make their money 
out of politics. 

“No citizen who is ‘too busy’ to 
rum for office or who is keeping out 
of politics because politics is dirty, 
has any grounds for complaint if 
those who aren’t too timid and fas- 
tidious mulect him ef some of his 
profits.”’ 

When the Regional Plan of the 
Russell Sage Foundation, contem- 
plating progress in 1965, was an- 
nounced last Spring, Dr. Potter con- 


tinued, there was one comment 
which was heard on all sides. Every- 
body said that: it was a wonderful 
plan but that it would be wrecked 
on the rocks of politics. 

‘“‘When people realized the extent 
of the schemes with its elaborate 
systems of transportation, its parks 
and recreation facilities, they recog- 
nized not only that either political 
party would be so jealous of having 
the other party get the credit for 
any of these improvements that it 
would block the road to success, 
but also that if any considerable 
art of the plan did get translated 
rom paper to concrete, the oppor- 
tunities for graft would be enor- 
mous.”’ 


WANTS BIBLE USED 
TO BOLSTER FAITH 


Dr. Alexander Says One Need 
Not Necessarily Be a Christian to 


Be in Commanication With God. 


Using the tenth chapter of the Acts 
of the Apostles as his text, the Rev. 
Dr. George Alexander in his sermon 
at the First Presbyterian Church, 
Eleventh Street and Fifth Avenue, 
pleaded yesterday morning for the 
use of the Bible in bolstering the 
Christian in his faith. 

The text, which was taken from the 
thirty-fourth and thirty-fifth verses, 
is as follows: 

“Then Peter opened his mouth, and 
said, Of a truth I perceive that 
God is no respecter of persons: but 
in every nation he that feareth him, 
and worketh righteousness, is ac- 
cepted with him.’ 

Dr. Alexander, commenting on the 
text, said that it was full of move- 
ment and rich in the premonition 
that something was going to happen. 
-he oécurrence which this quotation 
foretells is the announcement that 
od is not a respecter of persons, Dr.

“From this passage we can obtain 
three great truths,’’ he continued. 
“The first one is that one must not 
necessarily be a Christian to be in 
communication with God. Cornelius, 
the pagan Roman captain, was ac- 
cepted God for his righteousness, 
his charity and his goodness. 

“Some say that no one can com- 

with God except through 
the use of the Seriptures and unless 
he has a faith in the sacrifice of 
Jesus Christ. The answer to this is 
that any one may communicate with 
the Lord tho His holy spirit 
wherever, whenever and however he 
may. Abraham did not have a Bible.

Pastor, in First Sermon Since His 


Illness, Says Goal Is Not Per- 
fect Society, but Eternal Life. 


The Rev. Dr. John Roach Straton 
returned yesterday to the pulpit of 
the Calvary Baptist Church, services 
of which are now being held in the 
Pythian Temple, Seventieth Street 
and Broadway. Dr. Straton has 
been absent since April because of 
a slight stroke of paralysis. He 
said from the pulpit that while he 
had not fully recovered, he had suf- 
ficiently convalesced to resume his 
ministerial duties.

“The modern church narrows its 
work down to some kind of social 
service work which could be done 
by a secular organization,’’ Dr. Stra- 
ton said. *“‘Our goal is not a perfect 
society in this world but an eternal 
life in the kingdom of God. There 
is much talk in modernistic circles 
about getting back to Jesus. They 
mean the human being, the man. 
Let us get back to Jesus but to the 
Jesus who was the blending of hu- 
manity and divinity. 

“The moral gra ur and spiritual 
splendor of Christ has amazed and 
astounded even the unbelievers. The 
truth is that Jesus Christ is precious 
because his origin was divine. No 
one except one absolutely desirous 
of disbelief could possibly doubt it.” 

Dr. Straton quoted from ‘‘dis- 
believers,’’ including Robert. G. In- 
gersoll, Robert Owen, Benjamin Dis- 
raeli and John Stuart Mill, to show 
that ‘‘admiration if not adoration of 


Christ came from the realm of skep- 
ticism.”’

America is the ‘‘only safe home- 
land for the Jew,’’ according to 
Rabbi Jacob Katz, of Montefiore 
Congregation, Hewitt and Macy 
Places, Bronx, who expressed that 
conviction in his sermon yesterday 
morning. He said: 

‘“‘We cannot hope that Jewish life 
in this country will come to fruition 
based only on a negative force. 
Massacre of our brethren in Pales- 
tine by Arabs, unfortunate as it is, 
has the value of making all Jews 
work for the common cause of the 
alleviation of the suffering pioneers 
in Palestine. But, to be truer to the 
spirit of the martyrs of our home- 
land, we must, no matter what our 
religious convictions and political 
and social doctrines be, educate our 
American children in the history and 
literature of our ancestors. No mat- 
ter what, shade of opinion a Jewish 
parent may hold, he is duty bound to 
make his children heirs unto a 
knowledge of the Jew’s past. That 
irrespective of orthodoxy, liberalism 
or radicalism, the synagogue gives 
to its students. With such literary 
instruction in this land free of per- 
secution and smiling with assimila- 
tory charm, under the auspices of 
the synagogue, we can hope for the 
solidarity of our people and the per- 
petuation of our tradition. 

“America is the only safe home- 
land for the Jew; and a knowledge 
of Judaism by college-trained Jewish 
teachers is the only salvation of the 
children of Israel. Finally, let me 
warn Jewish parents, who would not 
send the children to the synagogue 


| school the same day they send them 


to public school, that without that 
self-control inculcated by our faith, 
without that racial pride that holds 
the individual to his group and 
makes of him a better man, there is 
the grave danger of bringing up a 
generation unreasonably radical in 
its tendencies and even susceptive to 
those anti-social inclinations that

law.”’

Dr. Alvin C. Goddard Declares 
Churches Must Lead Move- 
ment for World Peace. 








WARNS OF NEXT CONFLICT 





Horrors of the Last Are as Nothing 
to Those of Future Warfare and 
it Can Be Averted, He Says. 





The futility, falsehood and horror 
of the last war and the danger of a 
more catastrophic war in the future 
were pictured and a method of 
escape outlined by the Rev. Dr. 
Alvin C. Goddard, secretary of the 
World Peace Commission and guest 
preacher at the Madison Avenue 
Methodist Church, at Sixtieth Street, 
yesterday morning. 

‘War must be restudied and re- 
appraised in the light of modern 
conditions just as_ skeptically as 
every other institution we have in- 
herited from our parents,’’ declared 
Dr. Goddard. ‘‘The Christian Church 
must strive to educate its children to 
loathe war as an anchronism from a 
more barbaric age and must lead its 
forces behind the movement for in- 
ternational outlawry of war. 

‘In the last great madness ten mil- 
lion solders were slain, five million 
women were widowed, nine million 
children made orphans and twenty 
million permanently crippled. Two 
hundred million children for the next 
three generations will be born physi- 
cally and economically crippled. 

‘“‘These atrocities are as nothing to 
the awful horror of a possible future 
war. The next war will be waged 
not on the trench-tortured battle- 
field but behind the front. The non- 
combatants of the metropolitan area 
will be subject to a hailfire of poison 
gas and death-dealing bombs that 
will sink civilization. Militarists will

BIG COFFEE MOVEMENT 
TALKED IN SAO PAULO 


Deal With. Anserinnk - Interests 
10,000,000 Sacks Reported— 
' Bank Denies Knowledge. 


SAO PAULO,, Sept. 8.—The possi- 
bility of 1,000,000 bags of coffee being 
moved toward the foreign markets 
shortly in an endeavor to solve the 
problem of a large accumulation of 
coffee in interior warehouses is being 
studied seriously by the Government 
of Sao Paulo, according to the Diaro 
of Sao Paulo today. The newspaper 
says arrangements already are under 
way with .American interests for 
10,000,000 sacks. 

William Moran, manager of the 
National City Bank, the only Amer- 
ican bank here, says he has no 
knowledge of any such negotiations 
being conducted by the bank. 

It is authoritatively understood, 
however, that the powerful Coffee 
Institute is discussing this problem. 
Its next meeting has been called for 
Sept. 14, but pessimists say it is im- 
probable that purchasers for such a 
large amount of coffee can be found, 
as the market would be unable to 
absorb it. Many believe such a move

The notes, | 
which are issued for various State | 
improvement purposes, are in antici- 
pation of long-term bonds to be sold | 
early next year. This will be the | 
first issue to be sold by the State 
since March 6, 1928, when $22,500,000 
Biss, 3%4s and 4s, due serially from 
1929 to 1978, was sold to a syndicate 
headed by the Chase Securities Cor- | 
poration on a 3.69 per cent basis. | 

It is understood that several benks 
in New York City and in other parts 
of the State have applied individual- 
ly for the entire issue, so that a 
heavy oversubscription is assured. 
The fact that the State is selling 4 
per cent eight-month notes while the 
United States Treasury is marketing | 
an issue of 4% per cent nine-months | 
certificates has led to a comparison | 
of the respective interest rates, but 
cognizance must be taken of the fact!

Demand From Both Spinners and 
Exporters Increases—Farmers 


Rushing Sales.

NEW ORLEANS, La., Sept. 8.— 
Although the first part of the week | 
was disturbed by the suspension of 
business for the Labor Day holiday 
trading in the cotton market was 
extremely active last week and price 
fluctuations were fairly broad. 

An advance in prices early in the 
week was due mainly to the drought 
in the Western cotton belt over a 
good part of Texas and most of 
Western Oklahoma. As a result of 
this the drought, accompanied as :t 
was by very high temperatures, there 
was a rapid deterioration of the 
Texas crop. The crop in Oklahoma 
suffered in almost as great degree. 
In States to the east of these serious 
deterioration also occurred, although 
in most cases from causes other than 
drought, mainly too frequent rains 
and the ravages of boll weevils and 
other insect pests. It was on Texas, 
however, that the main attention was 
centred because of the large pro- 
portion of the cotton crop produced | 
there pormally. 

While the Texas crop estimate has | 
been reduced progressively . until 
some of the forecasts look. ridicu-| 
lously low, even conservative men in| 
Texas regard the prospective cottun 
yield as little short of a disaster. A 
large cotton house here’ with 





branches at various Texas points has | . 


made a survey by questionnaire in| 
every cotton growing county o 

Texas, and in summarizing the re- 

sults it says that it would not be un- | 
reasonable to expect a crop. for 
Texas of not more than 4,000,000 
bales.

THAT HOUSED MADISON 


Move Will Make Octagon House 
in the Capital an. Architec- 
tural. Art Centre.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 8.—Octagon 
House, which sheltered President 
Madison and ‘Mistress Dolly’? when 
the White House was burned by the 
British in 1814, is to be restored and 
developed as a national centre of 
architecture and allied arts. 

Built in 1800 as a residence for Col- 
onel John Tayloe, a friend of George 
Washington, Octagon House is an oc- 
tagonal brick dwelling, Georgian Co- 
lonial in design, with a central cir- 
cular hall and grand staircase. At 
the rear is a garden, smaller, but no 
less charming in its original state 
than the one at Mount Vernon, which 
in miniature it suggests. 

The site, at the corner of Seven- 
teenth Street and New York Avenue, 
was the social centre of Washington 
when the house was. built and a few 
fine old residences still grace the 
neighborhood. For the most part, 
however, it is now occupied by gov- 
ernment departments. 

Octagon House itself, since its oc-| 
cupancy by President 
the Executive mansion, has been 
used at various times as a govern- 
ment hydrographic office, for pri- 
vate studios and drafting rooms, and 
as a storehouse. 

The work of restoration will be 
done by the American Institute of 
Architects and will cost about $600,- 
000, according to D. Everett Waid of 
New York, chairman of the build- 
ing committee. 

“The Octagon, when its rooms are 
completely refurnished, will be an 
authoritative example of the Ameri- 
can home of the period of 1800,’’ Mr. 
Waid said. ‘‘One of the treasures

This contract is the third to be 
awarded in recent months by the 
AGWI group, the two proceeding 
being for fast electric liners which are | 
now being built for the Ward Line, 
another subsidiary, by the Newport 
News Shipbuilding Company. The 
AGWI program is one .of the most 
extensive to be undertaken in Ameri- 
can shipping circles since the pas- 
sage of the new merchant marine act 
which was designed to encourage the 
upbuilding ofan American merchant 
marine by the granting of govern- 
ment loans and mail contracts. 

The proposed new Porto Rico liner 
will be an ‘improvement on the 
Coamo, flagship of the line, Mr. 
Mooney said. He did not announce 
its dimensions, however. The Coamo 
is 7,057 gross tons, 429 feet lonz, 59.5 
feet beam and 35 feet deep. The new 
ship will be somewhat longer than 
the Coamo «nd will be built 15 make 
sixteen knots, Mr. Mooney said.
